THE SHELLS? DEADLY LIGHT 


As “Operation Killer” begins, the U.N.’s big guns 
smash at Seoul in a round-the-clock offensive 


The sound of the big guns was heard in Korea day and night as Gen- 
eral Matthew Ridgway's “Operation Killer” ground forward over the 
bodies of tens of thousands of Chinese and North Koreans. The Eighth 
Army attack, which started Feb. 21, is a new phase of the limited offen- 
sive which Ridgway began on Jan. 25. Since the start of this offensive 
the objective has been to kill, not just to take ground. 

By now the U.N. army has learned to kill on a 24-hour basis. No 
longer is night the ally of the Reds alone. No longer can whole battal- 
ions of enemy troops move silently and unseen into the soft rear areas 
of the U.N. forces. Nor is night a complete protection from devastat- 
ing air strikes against their supply lines. 

Now after-dark flares fired by the mortars light up targets for the 
artillery gunners. At Seoul the enemy gets no rest, as shown by the 
photographs on these pages. The cold nights are filled with the nearly 
soundless crump of the infantry mortars, the earsplitting crack of 
the recoilless rifles, the bark of the 105-mm howitzers and the deep 
growling roar of the big 155s and 8-inch howitzers. Far behind the 
Red lines Air Force planes are dropping magnesium flares and then 
sweeping in for the kill with daytime effectiveness. The slaughter since 
Jan. 25 is now estimated at over 100,000 Chinese and North Koreans. 

By the end of last week General Ridgway’s veteran divisions were 
meeting “stiffening enemy resistance” along the central front. Still 
ahead of the slowly advancing Eighth Army were huge Chinese re- 
serves concentrated in northern Korea and Manchuria. Spring is the 
traditional opening of the campaigning season. If they do plan to move, 
that may be the time for the Chinese to replace their casualties and 
try for the decisive victory which had been snatched from them this 
winter. No one thought that Operation Killer would soon be ended.

EDITORIAL 


THIS WAY TO PEACE er 


Look again at the headline at the top of this page—and 
do not be fooled by it, or by any promise of a sure “way 
to peace. 

Thereis only onesure “way to peace.”’It is the unthink- 
able way of total surrender to our enemy, Soviet Commu- 
nism. All of us live in the knowledge that any other way 
we take, any other policy we adopt, anything else we do, 
may lead to World War III. Indeed we know that doing 
nothing at all could lead, and very probably would lead, 
straight to World War III. 

In view of these assumptions—these commonplaces 
of our harsh time—is there any valid hope of peace? Is 
World War III, to repeat an old but ever-present ques 
tion, inevitable? Is there any course, is there any policy 
open to us that may fairly be called a “way to peace”? 


2) World War III is not inevitable. 

3) There is a course, there is a policy open to the non- 
Communist alliance, and open especially to the U.S., 
that may fairly be called a “way to peace”—provided 
that the words war and peace are honestly used and are 
defined with care. 


Call it a struggle 


These words—so fraught with all the fears and all the 
yearnings of our epoch—are widely misused. The abuse 
of these words, sometimes intentional, contributes im- 
measurably to the confusion of the time. It is too much 
to hope that they will be given the same meaning by 
everyone who uses them. But anyone who talks about 
war and peace has a solemn duty to know precisely what 
is meant and to say it clearly—without doubletalk. For 
only by aclearand consistent use of the words can a sound 
course and a sound policy be charted. And only by the 
precise and honorable use of these words can attention be 
drawn again to the possibility, now sadly neglected, that 
all of us may wake up some day in a world whose prob- 
lems are the problems of peace, not war. 

Now for some definitions of war and peace as they 
apply to 1951. 

First—war. 

Anyone may say, “Why, I know what that means.” 
But do you? Is it what is going on now in Korea? In Indo- 
China? In Malaya? Our government and the United } 
tions say not. Millions of people hope and say not. The 
little word “war” has been so perverted that there can be 
shooting wars which are never, never to be called “war.” 

Yet it is a word in general use, it has a present meaning. 
Lire, for example. has said recently that we are already 
at war—"‘war to the finish, war now.” What is meant by 
this use of the word “war”? 

For war, substitute “struggle.” 

“We are already in a struggle—a struggle for our lives, 
a struggle to the finish, a struggle now.” 

Will this statement be questioned? Probably. But not 
by so many. Not by many people of good sense and good 
will who, in their fear and loathing of war, resist and re- 
ject any suggestion that they are or may be in anything 
which they would call “war.” 

War, in this meaning of struggle, is Korea. It is the 
bitter battle for Indo-China, and for Malaya. It is the 
travail of the Philippines, where Communist Huks are 
killing and being killed. It is the contest—the struggle— 
between Communist and non-Communist for France, for 
Italy, for Germany. It is the Voice of America, battering 


at the curtain around Russia and satellite Europe. It is 
some propaganda officer whom you never heard of, in 
Berlin, preaching freedom to the East Germans and to 
the Russians who dwell among them. It is, at home, the 
exposure and conviction of Alger Hiss. It is rearmament, 
and controls, and the broadening of the draft, and Eise 
hower calling more troops to Western Europe. 

It is the struggle which is part of the lives of us all, 
the struggle in which all of us are in one way or another 
involved. 

It is a struggle which cannot be wished away or aban- 
doned. For if we lose this struggle, we die. As a nation, as 
a society, as a people, we die. If we win this struggle— 
and we have every chance of winning it—we live. As a 
nation, a society, a people, we shall then be able to live in 
what may rightly be called peace. 

And what is that? 

A universal state of ease? No. A world without trou- 
bles or strains? No. A world without enmities, a world in 
which men and nations do not want to fight other men 
and nations? Probably not, in view of mankind’s long 
failure to achieve such a world. A world without Commu- 
nism? No—almost certainly there will be, in this hoped- 
for world at peace, an idea, a doctrine, a movement which 
is called Communism. 

What then are the foreseeable differences between the 
world of 1951 and a world at peace? 

The biggest difference will be that this enemy—“‘the 
vast complex of doctrine, nations, governments, par- 
ties and men called ‘Soviet Communism’ *—will not be 
around. A philosophy called Communism, parties and 
governments which call themselves Communist—they, 
as has been said, may be around. But not the armed and 
integrated system to which we give the name of Soviet 
Communism. 

A kindred difference to be hoped for is that in this 
world at peace there will be no other big and committed 
aggressor—no nation or group of nations which is 
pelled, by its very nature, to worldwide aggre 
Soviet Communist system is impelled. 

A wild dream? Not at all. 

Most people alive today have never known such a 
world, and too many assume that there never has 
and never can be such a world. 

That is silly.

A world worth having 


Just imagine that the present struggle had not been 
forced upon us, or that it were suddenly over. 

Imagine, if you like, that Soviet Communism had 
turned out to be the amenable force that so many ex- 
pected it to be after World War II. 

There would still be many tensions in the world. It is 
reasonable to suppose that the Asia and Africa of 1951 
would be astir. That Russia would be wanting Iran’s oil. 
That the U.S.A.’s strength and behavior would inspire 
some uneasiness and would be often misunderstood. 

But from where would arise a critical threat of World 
War III? 

There is every reason to suppose that in a world rid 
of the present enemy and done with the present struggle 
such a threat would not arise for a long, long time. 

A lot of people would be happy to have such a world, 
and to call its state of being “peace.” 

Courses and policies that may avert all-out war and 
lead to peace will be discussed next week.

Front line troops in Korea find it commonplace now to see hundreds of 
colorful bundles billowing from planes and swaying to the frozen earth.

But in Korea the Air Force’s Combat Cargo Command, under 
Major General William H. Tunner who ran the “Hump” and Berlin air- 
lifts, has brought the air-dropping of supplies to a new peak of efficiency. 

Mainstay of the operation is the C-119, the Fairchild “flying boxcar 
which carries more than eight tons of equipment. Between early Septer 
ber and February the “boxcars” airlifted and dropped more than 8,000 
tons.

The 314th, which he left behind, had become a war-wise and spirited 
outfit, which has carried up to the front a diversity of articles, includ- 
ing folding chairs, scooter bikes, blood, Bibles, food, gas, ammuni- 
tion, weapons carriers, beer, six-by-six trucks and one 14,000-pound 
steamroller. Like all flying units, the 314th paints on the sides of its 
planes tabulations of its air drops, which are as important in waging the 
war, though not so well known, as the strikes of fighters and bombers.

Court verifies painting which artist disowns 


Forty years ago the Italian Giorgio de Chirico helped launch the sur- 
realist movement in art, and ever since his paintings of ghostly colo 
nades and tapering shadows have been the rage of museums and col- 
ectors. But De Chirico himself no longer lik work. He long 
ago abandoned surrealism in favor of a gaudily realistic art of mixed 
fruit and undressed goddesses, and his surrealist paintings are a morti- 
fying reminder of the “decadence, impotence and incapacity” of mod- 
ern painting, Recently, in an attempt to rid himself of his surrealist 
shadow, De Chirico tried a drastic new tack. When Dario Sabatello, a 
tor, purchased an early De Chirico from a gallery in 
way pronounced it a fake. Sabatello in return 
filed suit and asked a Rome court to determine the painting’s authen- 
ticity. After a long investigation, the court tracked down the original 
owner who had purchased the picture from De Chirico himself in 1933, 
It then called in an independent expert who stated the painting w: 
“absolutely genuine.” With this evidence, the court informed the art- 
ist he had painted the picture, ordered him to pay court costs and $500 
in damages. De Chirico, unabashed, said he would appeal the decision.

Smythe’s heart. Indeed, it is the kind of hockey he is counting on to 
win the Stanley Cup play-offs four weeks from now. The fact that 
his Maple Leafs are currently in second place means nothing. In 
the last years they have finished in first place only once; but in 
the more important play-offs they have won the Stanley Cup four 
of the six times.

Fans chanted 
the names of superstars like Howie Morenz, Ching Johnson and 
King Clancy. Shore, the toughest of them all, had more than 600 
stitches taken in his tough hide before he finally hung up his skates. 

They were hard to kill, Ace Bailey proved that after doctors had 
all but given up hope for him. People who understand hockey play- 
ers say that a trick of the trade saved Ace. During the crisis Ace 
Bailey’s nurses were told to keep a stream of fight talk directed at 
the unconscious man’s ear: “Hit "em, Ace . . . watch that wing... 
backcheck now . . . that’s right, now hit him.” Whether any of 
it got through to the patient nobody will ever know—not even Ace 
Bailey—but he pulled through, although he never played again. 

Hockey has changed since then. World War II and the resulting 
shortage of talent was partly responsible. To keep the arenas filled 
up, the club owners substituted frenzy for crisp, individual play. 
Stick-handling as practiced by old masters like Aurel Joliat was al- 
most out ot iest play in hockey, the three-man break 
with the deft pass and the whirlwind strike at the goal, was seen 
less and less. 

‘The game played by wartime pros was nothing more than glori- 
fied shinny. Men seemed to move with exaggerated speed and with 
as little rhyme and reason as water bugs on a millpond, The “power

play,” with five men storming the goal, became the wartime vogue. 
The puck was thrown in from mid-ice with everybody chasing it. 
Men swarmed around the cage, scrubbed in the corners for the puck, 
played “grab and hold.” This produced bigger scores, bigger squads, 
more substitutions, less emphasis on individual play. What the cash 
customer sees today in Detroit’s Olympia or the Chicago Stadium 
is a sophisticated ‘ion of the wartime game. There has been only 
a slight swing back to “position” hockey. 

Whatever the reason is, attendance has been falling off this year. 
The four U.S. cities in the league are the ones suffering. A few weeks 
ago, league-leading Detroit was down 8% from last year. New York 
and Boston were off 15% and Chicago an alarming 25%. In Toronto 
the number of seats sold remained absolutely the same. There has 
not been an empty chair in Maple Leaf Gardens (seating capacity 
12,586) at a National Hockey League game since Feb. 27, ‘o4d. One 
reason for this is the fact that Toronto does not have a television 
station. But to Conn Smythe, there is a more important reason, 
one he will expound at the drop of a puck. ‘You can’t fool the pub- 
lic forever,” he always says. ‘They're trying to take the color out 
of the game. We're trying to put it back.” 

Conn Smythe is the one constant factor in hockey that nothing 
can change or dilute. For 23 years, without ever putting on a pair 
of skates, he has been the Toronto Maple Leafs’ star attraction. 
Certainly no hockey player could begin to compete with him, He 
is an obstreperous little (5 feet 7 inches) man whose actions clash 
violently with his attire. At a hockey game he feels undressed with- 
out his spats and pearl gray fedora imported especially from Italy. 
He wears a toothbrush mustache and sometimes carries a cane. 
Some critics describe him as a “conglomeration of opposites”; he is 
more a dead-end kid dressed up like Little Lord Fauntleroy. 

He preaches fire and brimstone to his players before a game. “If 
you can’t beat them out in the alley,” he likes to say, “you can’t 
beat them in here on the ice.” While his boys are on the ice Smythe 
uses the aisle in front of the box seats as his private race track. One 
of his old tricks, particularly in Montreal, was riding the referee 
from his own bench, Then he would gallop around to the other side, 
still screaming for “fair , justice and an equal distribution of 
the spoils.” Then he worked the ends behind the goals, creating the 
impression that the entire rink was in an uproar. He hates, or pro- 
fesses to hate, referees. When a fellow club owner complained to 
the league governors that such antics were undignified, Smythe 
showed up at the Boston arena in top hat and cutaway. “So they 
want dignity,” he muttered as he strode in. 

‘About the only thing that broke his stride was a piece of shrapnel 
in World War IT. “After telling my players to get out there and 
fight,” he says, “I couldn’t very Rell ay home with a war on.” So 
Smythe rounded up his own ‘Sportsman’s Battery,” composed of 
football and hockey players, sportswriters and even one oldtime 
referee. It was the 30th Light Antiaircraft Battery of the Royal 
Canadian Artillery, and Smythe, its commanding officer, got hit at

PUCK’S BAD BOY continues 


Caen while pulling a tarpaulin off a burning ammunition truck. 
At56 he still walks with a limp. His muscles are partially paralyzed 
from the waist down. But it does not stop him from playing golf in 
the low 80s, nor does it keep him from being just about as active as 
he always has been. 

This sprightly existence began in Toronto in 1895, For his first 
nine years he went without a name. An extra fancy one—Constan- 
tine Falkland Cary Smythe—had been picked out for him, but 
nothing had been done about getting him christened. His first big 
decision in life was deciding to name himself Conn after the Irish 
king who fought a hundred battles. It hardly fitted the pale, puny 
boy who was the only son of Albert Ernest Stafford Smythe, Irish- 
born poet, lecturer and newspaperman. After his mother died, he 
and his father lived a threadbare bachelor’s life in flats crowded with 
volumes of Dickens and Tennyson. There were weeks when the To- 
ronto World, where Mr, Smythe worked, failed to meet its payroll. 
For his formal education, which his father set great store by, Conn 
was sent off to Upper Canada College, a fashionable prep school. 
There he felt as awkward as a kid with two left feet. He did not have 
the proper changes of clothes and blushed when he had to pay his 
tuition in driblets of quarters and half dollars. The only place he 
felt he could even things up was out on the hockey rink. There he 
plowed into his foes the way the other Conn once did. 

It was a revelation. When he threw his weight around violently 
enough Conn Smythe discovered he got what he wanted, At the 
University of Toronto, where he was a belligerent 118-pound cen- 
ter for the Varsity Juniors, it was a miracle that he did not break 
his neck, or at least an arm. He kept pressing his luck. As a pilot 
in World War I he battled constantly with his observer, a big, 
tough Irishman, over religion. The day their plane got hit behind 
enemy lines, Lieutenant Smythe looked at the earth spinning up 
to meet them and then said to his observer, “In about a minute 
we're going to find out which one of us is right.” Smythe walked 
away from the crash. A few minutes later he argued with a Ger- 
man soldier, and a bullet fired point-blank ripped through his 
jacket without touching him. German prison camps could not hold 

‘im. He broke out twice before the gates were finally opened in 1918, 
Back at the University of Toronto he put Santee he had into 
making the senior hockey team, but when he found he was not big 
enough, he became a coach. 


Hockey’s talent scout 


HAT was his niche. Conn Smythe could make things run, espe- 
cially a hockey team. He could spot a good hockey player a 
mile away. In 1926, when the New York Rangers were being assem- 
bled, it was Smythe who was hired to round up the players. After 
scouring Canada, he showed up at Madison Square Garden with a 
ang that included Ching Johnson, Taffy Abel, Frank Boucher and 
Bin and Bun Cook—probably the greatest team hockey has ever 
seen. But Smythe was not to manage it long. He was fired the first 
season for acting too much like an old grad at a football game, and 
less boisterous Lester Patrick was brought in to run the Rangers. 
Smythe never quite got over it. Back in Toronto he brooded 
about it, meanwhile making some money in the sand and gravel 
business. If he could not run the Rangers, he finally decided, he © - 
would get a team of his own. After talking some local businessmen 
into the idea, he bought the St. Pats, the Toronto team in the Na- 
tional Hockey League, for $160,000. What he got was two bona fide 
hockey players—Hap Day and Ace Bailey—a trainer and a fran- 
chise in a bandbox that was called a rink. Smythe’s first move was 
changing the team’s name to the Maple Leafs. Then, on a shoe- 
string, he set to work to build a $2 million super arena, With the 
depression on and money tight, he wheedled capital from bankers ~ 
and businessmen. The architect went on the cuff; contractors took 
part payment in stock, Even the carpenters and masons got part of 
their wages in stock, which now sells for 30 times its original value. 
It was five years after the Rangers fired him that Conn Smythe’s 
day of reckoning arrived—and it was worth waiting for. In 1932 
his Maple Leafs met the Rangers in the final round of the Stanley 
Cup play-offs and mopped them up in three straight games. 

It was good for business, Smythe discovered, to conduct feuds 
with other clubs and he went at it with gusto. One memorable night 
in Madison Square Garden a referee called an offside against To- 
ronto. “Offside!” shrieked Smythe, who had already shricked a 
few thousand insults. Thereupon he did a high dive over the boards. 
Smythe and the referee thrashed around on the ice, and Smythe’s 
hands somehow became locked around the referee’s throat. After 
they.were pried loose, Smythe climbed leisurely back over the boards 
and acknowledged the cheers of the crowd.

The entire Maple Leaf organization, from chief scout to office 
boy, vibrated like a jalopy as the man hunt was put into motion. 
Smythe and his emissaries tracked down every tip and clue. It took 
them to places like Regina, Saskatoon, Vancouver and Thunder 
Bay. The province of Ontario alone has more than 75 indoor rinks, 
each with its quota of kids to survey. So far they have found only 
one who can be made as colorful as the old boys were; he is Danny 
Lewicki, a 19-year-old ex-bricklayer who jumped straight from the 
junior amateurs into the big leagues. A sturdy lad of Ukrainian 
descent, Lewicki can do everything—break to left or right, skate, 
shoot, backcheck or bounce a man off the boards if need be. Smythe 
is already at work giving Lewicki the second thing a colorful hockey 
star needs: the build-up. 

To find Lewicki and some lesser stars, and to train them the way 
Smythe wants them trained, the boss drives his help hard. Said 
Charlie Conacher, one of his great players, “When I quit hockey 
I'd like to travel, and I'd like to take Conn Smythe along as com- 
panion and valet. Id show him how to be a real Simon Legree.”

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Inside his office on the second floor of Maple Leaf Gardens, 
Smythe is as efficient as he is flamboyant outside it. The attitude 
of every employe in the building is governed each morning by one 
question: “Is he in yet?” If the answer is yes, it is the signal to look 
busy. But there are times when a look of great serenity comes over 
Smythe. He goes into his “meditation room” just off his office. Here, 
in a little den equipped with plush couch and soft pillows, he com- 
munes, That’s the time his help really watch out. After a week of 
meditation in 1947 he traded five players to the Chicago Black 
Hawks for Max Bentley, a center. “I'll give five ordinary players 
for one good one any time,” says Smythe. “You can always buy 
ordinary players.” Max Bentley helped him win the Stanley Cup 
that season, and Chicago finished dead last. 

Wherever he is, Smythe’s brain is continually buzzing with ideas, 
and his pockets bulge with memos to himself in handwriting even 
he can seldom decipher. Last season his Leafs were bogged down in 
one of the worst slumps in their history. He finally hit upon the 
reason, or at least a good excuse for one: his goalie, Turk Broda, 
was 13 pounds overweight. No Hollywood press agent ever made 
so much out of so little. With great fanfare Turk was slapped on 
the bench and a substitute goalie brought up from Toronto’s Pitts- 
burgh farm club.

Nor will 
Smythe allow smoking in railroad cars in which the Leal’ travel. 
“The President of the U.S. might stroll through,” he “Tdon’t 
want anyone to think that hockey players are a bunch of bums. 
The way it is now, we have the cleanest, most orderly car of any 
train we travel on.” These methods pay off. The Maple Leafs’ re 
ord, six Stanley Cup championships, has never been equaled. 

That would he one answer if Smythe ever bothered to use it, to 
the competitors who call him a “braying jackass who likes to hear 
the sound of his own voice.” Instead Conn Smythe prefers to repeat 
once again in his rasping voice, ‘They're trying to take the color 
out of hockey. We're trying to put it back.”” That, in view of slump- 
ing gate receipts, might turn out in the long run to be the most 
important answer of all,

BETTINA’S BUSY DAY 


The need to meet deadlines was hardest on fashion editors from the U.S., 
France and England, who had to fight the clock, the buyers and each other 
to get their pictures. The busiest woman in Paris during the showings was 
Bettina Ballard, Vogue's fashion editor, who had the shortest deadline. 
Laboring as much as 18 hours a day, Bettina displayed the strategy of a 
field marshal, the tact of a diplomat and the durability of a teen-ager. 
She sat through 14 collections, looked at 2,000 designs and, from memory 
and sketchy notes, chose the ich appear in Vogue's March 1 
issue. To promote pleasant re couturiers, she wore some- 
thing bought from the designer she was visiting.

The author of this article was a French 
aristocrat and the earliest disillusioned 
Russian fellow-traveler on record.

When he came 
back after three months he was a con- 
vinced “anti” on both counts and wrotea 
book, cast in the form of letters, explain- 
ing why.

T Lubeck this morning the innkeeper, 


on learning that I was going to Russia, 
came into my room and with an air of com- 
passion that made me laugh. He began to 
lecture me in an effort to dissuade me from 
this project. 

“You know Russia?” I asked him, 

“No, sir, but I know the Russians. Many 
of them pass through Lubeck, and I judge 
the country by the faces of its inhabitants.” 

“Then what do you find in the expression 
of their faces whic! 4 should prevent my going 
to see them in their native land?’ 

“Sir, they have two expressions. When 
they come through here on their way to Eu- 
rope they have a gay, free, happy air. They 
are like horses turned to pasture, like birds 
who have flown the cage—men, women, 
young, old, all are as happy as schoolchildren 
on a holiday.

De Custine was rediscovered later by 
au member of the foreign diplomatic col- 
ony. Soon he was required reading inem- 
bassies. General Walter Bedell Smith, 
U.S. Ambassador in Moscow in 1946-19,

After being subjected to an interminable

Do you know what it is to travel in Russia? For a superficial 
mind, it is to be fed on illusions; but for one who has his eyes open 
and, added to a little power of observation, an independent turn 
of mind, it is continuous and obstinate work, which consists in la- 
boriously distinguishing, at every turn, between two nations in 
conflict. These two nations are Russia as it is and Russia as it would 
like to show itself to Europe. 

The most highly esteemed travelers are those who, the most 
meekly and for the longest time, allow themselves to be taken in. 
Here politeness is only the art of reciprocally disguising a twofold 
fear—the fear one feels and the fear one inspires. I sense a hypo- 
critical violence at the base of everything. Everywhere I hear the 
language of philosophy, and everywhere I see oppression as the 
order of the day. The Russians say, “We should like to dispense 
with despotism as we would be richer and stronger, but we have to 
deal with people of Asia.” At the same time they are thinking, “We 
should like to be able to stop talking about liberalism and philan- 
thropy; we would be happier and stronger; but we have to deal 
with the governments of Europe.” 

It must be said that the Russians of all classes conspire with mi- 
raculous harmony to make duplicity prevail in their country. They 
have a dexterity in lying, a naturalness in falsehood, the success 
of which is as revolting as it is appalling. Everything that gives 
a meaning and a goal to political institutions reduces itself here to 
one lone sentiment—fear. I believe that of all the parts of the world 
Russia is the one where people have the least real happiness. We 
are not happy in our country, but we believe that happiness de- 
pends on us; in Russia happiness is impossible. 

In Russia the word “prison” signifies something more than it 
does elsewhere. One shudders to think of all the subterranean cru- 
elties, robbed even of our pity by the discipline of silence in a coun- 
try where every man at birth is apprenticed to discretion. One 
must come here to hate reserve; so much caution reveals a secret 
tyranny whose image appears before me everywhere. Each moye- 
ment of the face, each reservation, each inflection of the voice 
warns me of the danger of trust and naturalness. 

At every step I see raised before me the phantom of Siberia, and 
I think of all that the name of this political desert signifies, this 
abyss of miseries, this graveyard of the living—a world of fabulous

One can see nothing here without ceremony and advance prepa- 
ration. Russian hospitality, bristling with formalities, makes life 
difficult for the most favored foreigners; a polite pretext for 
hampering the movements of the traveler and limiting his license 
to observe. They do you the so-called honors of the country. Thanks 
to this fastidious politeness the observer cannot visit places or look 
at anything without a guide. 

Would you like to see the curiosities of the palace? They will pro- 
vide you with a chamberlain who will do the honors from top to bot-

toadmire everything without choice. Would you like to visita camp? 
‘An officer, maybe even a general, will accompany you. A fortress? 
The governor will show it to you, or, rather, politely conceal it from. 
you. A school, any kind of public establishment? The director, the 
inspector will be forewarned of your visit; you will find him armed 
and his mind well prepared to brave your examination. 

The result of this Oriental ceremony is that to avoid making a 
career of seeking permissions you give up seeing many things—first 
advantage! Or, if your curiosity is sufficiently robust to make you 
persist in bothering people, you will at least be watched over in your 
investigations from such close range they will result in nothing. 
Thus they tyrannize over you under the pretext of honoring you. 
Such is the lot of privileged visitors. As for unsponsored visitors— 
they see nothing at all. 

Tasked the Minister of War what I should do in order to obtain 
permission to see the fortress at Schliisselburg [where Ivan VI was 
imprisoned and where he died in 1741]. 

Le replied to me, “I will let His Majesty know of your desire.” 

His tone of caution mixed with surprise made me find the reply 
significant. I realized that, without suspecting it, I had touched a 
sensitive string and I remained silent. Some days afterwards, that 
is to say day before yesterday, just as I was preparing to leave for 
Moscow, I received a letter from the Minister of War which heralded 
the permission to see the sluices of Schliisselburg. I had asked for 
a State prison; they responded with water gates. 


SPY SYSTEM De Custine and other foreigners encountered, 
Doré noted, was developed to the saturation point of efficiency. 


The Minister of War ended his note by announcing to me that 
the general aide-de-camp had been ordered to provide me with 
means of making the trip with ease. I went to the general aide-de- 
camp to claim the execution of the supreme word. The director was 
not receiving, or he had gone out; I was put off until tomorrow. 
Not wishing to lose another day, I insisted. They told me to come 
back in the evening. I came back and finally got as far as this im- 
portant personage. I left his office armed, note this, with the neces- 
sary orders for the engineer at Schliisselburg but not for the governor 
of the castle! While conducting me as far as the antechamber, he 
promised me that a subordinate officer would be at my door the 
following morning at 4 o'clock. 

I did not sleep. I was seized by an idea which will appear insane 
the idea that my, protector could become my executioner. 
man, instead of conducting me to Schliisselburg should show, 
g the city, an order to deport me to Siberia to allow my 
troublesome curiosity to expire there, what would I do, what would 
I say? Plenty of other examples of arrests of this nature came to 
my mind to justify my presentiments and trouble my imagination. 
I recalled the circumstances of the removal of Kotzebue [German 
writer, 1761-1819] who, at the beginning of this century, was also 
seized by a courier and transported from St. Petersburg to Tobolsk. 
What was the offense of Kotzebue? He had made himself feared by 
publishing opinions which the Russians thought were not wholly 
favorable to the established order in Russia. 

This is what I was saying to myself while, unable to sleep, I was 
striding up and down my room. Am I not also mad, to think and to 
write? I am spied upon; every foreigner is. Consequently the Rus- 
sians know I am writing letters and holding them; they also know I 
never leave the city, not even for a day, without taking these mys- 
terious papers with me in a large portfolios they will perhaps be 
curious to know my true thoughts. They will prepare a trap for me 
in some forest; they will attack me; they will ransack me in order to 
take my letters, and they will kill me in order to silence me.

I counted many bridges of rot- 
ten planks, one of which seemed really dangerous to me. But human 
life is of little importance in Russia. With 60 million children can 
one have the feeling of a father? 

On my arrival at Schliisselburg I was received by the engineer. 
“Tam sorry to hurry you,” my host said to me, “but we do not have 
too much time for visiting the works which I have been ordered to 
show you in detail.” I had foreseen the blow without being able to 
ward it off; I took it with resignation and let myself be conducted 
from water gate to water gate, always thinking with a useless regret 
of the fortress, the tomb of the young Ivan, which they did not 
want me to go near. 

When I had thoroughly admired the site of Schliisselburg, praised 
this natural phenomenon, contemplated, with the aid of a tele- 
scope, the position of the battery placed by Peter the Great to bom- 
bard the fortress of the Swedes, finally having expressed due appre- 
ciation for everything that scarcely interested me: “Let's go to see 
the inside of the fortress,” I said with a most offhand and worldly 
air. “It is on a site which seems to me most picturesque,” I added a 
little less adroitly, for above all in the art of finesse one must do 
nothing in excess. 

I felt the full force of the searching look the Russian cast upon 
me; the mathematician-become-diplomat replied, “This fortress 
has nothing of interest for a foreigner, sir.” 

“No matter, everything is worthy of curiosity in a country as 
interesting as yours.” 

“But if the commander is not expecting us, they will not let us 
enter.” 

“You can ask permission to bring a traveler into the fortress; 
furthermore, I believe the commander is expecting us.” 

In fact we were admitted on the first message of the engineer, 
which made me suppose that my visit had been, if not announced 
as certain, at least indicated as probable. 


The forbidden prison 


R ECEIVED with military ceremony, we were led under an arch 
and through a rather poorly protected doorway. After cross- 
ing a grass-covered court, we were taken—into the prison? Not at 
all, into the quarters of the commander. He did not know a word of 
French, but he received me with decorum, pretending to take my 
visit for a courtesy of which he alone was the object; he had the en- 
ineer translate to me the thanks he could not express himself. I 
had to be ceremonious and appear to talk with the wife of the com- 
mander, who likewise spoke scarcely any French. We had to take 
chocolate and busy ourselves with everything except visiting the 
prison of Ivan. Never was to a fairy palace more ardently 
desired than I desired entry to this dungeon. 

Finally, when the time of a reasonable visit seemed to me to have 
passed, I asked my guide if it was possible to see the interior of the 
fortress. A few words, a few glances were rapidly exchanged be- 
tween the commander and the engineer, and we left the room. 

I believed I had reached the goal of my efforts. The fortress of 
Schliisselburg has nothing of the picturesque; it is an enclosure of 
not very high Swedish walls whose interior resembles a kind of gar- 
den where various low buildings have been dispersed. Nothing in- 
dicates that violence and mystery are at the bottom of things here; 
it is not revealed in their appearance. The almost serene appear- 
ance of this state prison seems to me more fearful to the mind than 
to the eye. 

On leaving the governor's sitting room, they started by showing 
me the “superb ornaments of the church.” The governor took the 
trouble to tell me himself that the four copes which were solemnly 
spread before me cost 30,000 rubles. Tired of so much affectation, 
I spoke quite simply about the tomb of Ivan VI; to that they re- 
sponded by showing me a crack made in the walls by Czar Peter’s 
cannon when he, in person, seized the Swedish fortress, Key of the 
Baltic. 

“Ivan’s tomb,” I took up again, without being disconcerted, 
“where is it?” 

This time they took me behind the church near a Bengal rose- 
bush. “It is here,” they told me. 

I concluded that victims do not have tombs in Russia. 

“And Ivyan’s room?” I continued with some insistence. 

The engineer told me in a low voice that they could not show me 
Ivan’s room because it was in a part of the prison at present occupied 
by state prisoners. The excuse appeared legitimate to me, and I was 
expecting it. But the thing that surprised me was the governor's 
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anger; maybe he understands French better than he speaks it, maybe 
he had wished to deceive me in pretending to be ignorant of my 
language, or maybe he had grasped the sense of the explanation 
that had just been given me, for he severely reprimanded my guide 
whose indiscretion, he added, might someday become fatal. 
Moscow, Aug. 8 
There is everything at the Kremlin—it is a landscape of stones. 
The solidarity of its ramparts surpasses the strength of the stony 
masses that support them; the number and the form of its monu-

ments are a marvel. This labyrinth of palaces, of museums, of dun- 

geons, of churches, of cells is frightening. Mysterious noises come 

out of the depths of the caverns; such dwellings cannot be suitable 

for beings like us. There one dreams of the most astonishing scenes, 

then shivers in remembering that these scenes are by no means pure 

invention. The sounds one hears seem to come out of the tomb; one 
ieves in everything except what is natural. 

To live in the Kremlin is not to live; it is to protect oneself; op- 
pression creates revolt; revolt necessitates precautions; precau- 
tions increase the danger; and of this long series of actions and re- 
actions is born a monster, despotism which has built itself a house 
in Moscow—the Kremlin! 


The case of M. Pernet 


[MYX correspondence asa traveler ends here. The account which 
follows completes my memoirs and was written in various places, 
beginning in St. Petersburg in 1839, then in Germany, and later 
in Paris. 

Just as I was going to leave Moscow, a strange case was brought 
urgently to my attention and forced me to postpone my departure, 
T had ordered my post horses for 7 o’clock in the morning; to my 
great astonishment my valet awakened me at 4. I asked the cause 
of this promptness and he replied that he had not wanted to delay 
informing me of an event he had just learned about. 

A Frenchman named Louis Pernet, who had been in Moscow a 
few days and was staying at the Kopp Inn, had been arrested in the 
middle of the night (that very night). After all his papers had been 
confiscated, he was seized and taken to the city prison and put in 
solitary confinement. The poor prisoner had in Moscow at that 
time no acquaintances other than a Frenchman named R ----. This 
M. R ---- was staying in the same inn as the prisoner. 

As soon as I had dressed, I went to see M. . [found him up 
and he seemed disturbed. When I told him the reason for my very 
early visit, he seemed embarrassed. 

“It is true that I traveled with M. Pernet,” he said, “but it was 
only by chance; we met at Archangel. I certainly am not one of his 
friends; I don’t even know him.” 

“I know him even less,” I replied, “but we are all three French- 
men and should help each other in a country where our liberty, our 
lives can be threatened at any instant by a power that one recog- 
nizes only by the blows it strikes.” 

“T can do nothing for him; I am under no obligation to him, and 
Tadvise you, sir, to be very circumspect in any step you undertake 
in his behalf as well as in what you say. You forget where we are. 
He is in prison; how can one get to him? It is impossible.” 

On leaving this very cautious traveling companion, I began to 
think the case more serious than I had judged at first, and I thought 
that to inform myself on the real situation of the prisoner I would 
have to see the French consul. This second visit got me no farther 
than the first. 

‘Although I had taken leave of everybody two days before, I de- 
cided to risk confiding in one of the Russians who had inspired 
me with the most confidence. When he saw me enter his room, he

He finished with these words: “You are neither his relative nor his 
friend; you take only the interest in him that you think you should 
take in a fellow countryman, in a man you know to be in trouble 
you have already acquitted yourself of this praiseworthy senti 
ment. Take my advice and leave.” 

“But if I left,” I cried, “I would not have a moment's rest: I 
would be pursued by remorse in thinking that this poor man had 
no one but me to help him and that I had abandoned him without 
doing anything for him.” 

“Your Ppreaee in St. Petersburg, on the contrary, can become 
useful to M. Pernet. You will tell the French ambassador what you 
know about the imprisonment.” 

Since it had been proven that I could do nothing here, I thought 
I would leave immediately. But the slowness of my guide, who un- 
doubtedly had to make another report on my activities, delayed 
me the rest of the morning. I could not get the post horses back 
until 4 in the afternoon; at quarter past four I was on the road to 
St. Petersburg. 

I didn’t arrive in St. Petersburg until four days later. Barely 
down from my carriage, I hastened to see the ambassador. He still 
knew nothing about the arrest of M. Pernet, and appeared sur- 
prised to learn it from me, especially when he knew I had been on 
the road almost four days. 

The attention with which the ambassador listened to me, the 
assurance he gave me that everything would be done to clarify thi 
matter, put my conscience at rest and dissipated the phantoms of 
my imagination. The fate of M. Pernet was in the hands of his 
natural protector. 

So that the reader will not be left in ignorance—as I was for six 
months—concerning the fate of the prisoner in Moscow, I am in- 
serting here the facts which I did not learn until after my return to 
France concerning the imprisonment of M. Pernet and his release. 


A political prisoner's story 


NE day toward the end of the winter of 1840 I was told that a 

stranger was at my door and wished to speak to me. On entering 
my room he said, “Sir, I learned your address only yesterday acd 
today I hastened to see you; my name is Pernet and I have come 
to thank you, for I was told in St. Petersburg that I owe my lib- 
erty and, consequently, my life to you.” 

He told me he had been detained in the Moscow prison for three 
weeks, four days of which were spent in solitary confinement. The 
first two days he was left without food. No one questioned him; he 
was alone. Daieg 48 hours he believed he was destined to die of 
starvation, ignored in his cell. He heard resounding blows of the 
whip, the sounds of frightful sobbing and crying, the screams of 
the victims, the threats and imprecations of the executioners. 

Finally M. Pernet was taken out of this cell, always without ex- 
planation, and transferred to another ee of the prison. From 
there he wrote to M. de Barante, the French ambassador. This 
letter never reached its destination, 

Three weeks passed in an ever-increasing anxiety, for it seemed 
there was everything to fear and Sot Ine hope for. At the end of 
this time he was released without further ado and without ever 
being able to find out the cause of his imprisonment. 

My insistent prodding finally elicited from M. Pernet that on his 
first trip to Russia he had been given in his passport the title of mer- 
chant and on his second that of lawyer. He added something more 
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serious: before arriving at St. Petersburg he had freely expressed his 
opinion against Russian despotism in front of several individuals 
whom he did not know. He assured me, in leaving, that he could not 
recall any other circumstances that could have motivated the treat- 
ment he had experienced in Moscow. 


The kneeling slave and world domination 


N inordinate, a boundless ambition, the kind of ambition that 
can take root only in the soul of an oppressed people and be 
nourished only on the misery of an entire nation is now astir in the 
hearts of the Russians. This essentially aggressive nation, greedy 
from want, lives in a state of submissiveness so degrading that it 
seems to be expiating in advance its hope of exercising tyranny over 
others. The anticipated glory and riches divert its thoughts from 
the shame it suffers. To cleanse himself of his impious sacrifice of 
liberty, the kneeling slave dreams of world domination. 

Russia sees Europe as a prey which our dissensions will sooner or 
Jater deliver up to her; she foments anarchy among us in the hope of 
profiting by a corruption she promotes because it is favorable to 
her views. But the future, that brilliant future dreamed of by the 
Russians, does not depend on them, If passions calm themselves in 
the West, if union is established between governments and subj 
the avid hope of the conquering Slavs will become an idle far 
Therein lies the danger of allowing them to interfere in our policy 
and in the counsels of our neighbors. 

It is necessary to have lived in this solitude without rest, in this 
prison without leisure that is called Russia in order to be conscious of 
all the freedom one enjoysin the other countries of Europe, whatever 
form of government they may have adopted. Whoever has really 
seen Russia will find himself content to live anywhere else. It is al 
ways good to know that a society exists where no happinessis possible 
because, bya law of his nature, man cannot be happy unless heis free.

WHAT’S IN A PICTURE... 


This Lire picture is something new in the photog- 
raphy of art. It shows the modern artist, Picasso, in 
the actual act of creation, He is not staring at the 
camera or at us. He is alone with his art and is 
seeing, through the eyes of his genius, a strange 
image in space. 

We are detached observers watching as Picasso 
draws the image with a flashlight. Through this 
photograph we are able to see him at work even 
better than if we were right in his studio. 


Pictures like this show us things impossible for 
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us to see in actuality. Even the photographer could 
not see this picture as he took it because it consists 
of two images on the same negative. It was a de- 
liberate double exposure. First the photographer 
set off his big lights to record Picasso and the back- 
ground at the very moment Picasso began to draw. 
Then the camera shutter stayed open while the 
artist, in total darkness, drew the centaur-like image 
with a flashlight. Through the imaginative use of 
camera devices, photography can show us a new
